12 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  exempt  the  Orphans' 
Home  from  taxation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

13 — To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  selectmen  to  discon- 
tinue further  payments  for  the  use  of  Jonas  B.  Aiken's  road 
alongside  Webster  Lake. 

14 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  highway  tax  in 
money  unless  worked  previous  to  July  ist. 

It; — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell  the  town  farm,  or 
any  part  thereof. 

16 — To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  to  pay  Armory  rent  for  the  Nesmith  Rifles. 

17 — To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.
